Neo, Kaneas didn’t get out. 

The Kansas, however, got loose after the 
Indiana started for Chicago. 

After leaving the Indiana and starting for 
Milwaukee the Iowa and Georgia both re- 
porte that they had stuck in the ice again, 
but after short delays managed to work free 
and continue on their way, although labor- 
lously on account of the heavy ice fields.

Another thing that makes 
lack of employment more serious than it once 
was is the high cost of living.”

„The man with a cigar, a cigaret. or a pipe 
seems to lose all consciousness of the other 
fellow’s presence. In many cases he even 
loses regard for women and puffs away. 

“It would be bad enough if the emoke evil 
were confined to the smoke alone, but when 
you take into consideration the expectora- 
tion the situation becomes even more un- 
bearable. 


’ Time on Care Brief. 

“The request is the more reasonable when 
one remembers that the time spent upon the 
street car by the average smoker is perhaps 
not longer than fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Certainly any’ man with ordinary considera- 
tion for the richte and comforts of others 
would be willing to refrain from the use of 
tobacco for the brief period he spende upon 
the car.

Must Brides ‘Say the “Obey 9 4 

Can the Episcopal church in America recog- 
nie a marriage in which the word “obey” 
has been omitted from the ritual? Chicago 
clergymen yesterday answered this — 
n different ways. 

The question arises from a statement by the 
Rev. Hugh Chapman, chaplain of the Chapel 
Royal Savoy in England, that it would be 
legal from a church standpoint to perform 
the ceremony without the bride’s assant to 
the established formula. The couple who de- 
sired him to omit the word “obey” were mili- 
taps suffragists. 

“Marriage,” said Bishop Charles P. Ander- 

last. night, “is the mutual consent of two 
— before witnesses. The priest acts both 
for. the state and the church, In England, of 
course, the prayer book is a part of the law 
of the land, and a clergyman there might not 
be abl to do what he can in America. I have 
had na experience with a bride who r@used 
to have the word used.” 

“I sometimes have had persons object to the 
use of the word obey in the marriage cere- 
mony,” said the Rev. Franklin C. Sherman of 
the Church of the Epiphany... But I always 
explain that it simply means that the man is 
the head of the household and not that a woman 
is to be brought into abject submission. How- 
ever, if any one insisted against all explana- 
tions and persuasions to be married unless the 
word ‘obey’ was omitted, I would not refuse 
to perform the ceremony. To omit the word 

‘obey certainly does not destroy the civil legal- 
ity of the ceremony, and I do not think that it 
would destroy the canonical legality.” 

To omit the word ‘obey’ from the marriage 
ceremony,” said the Rev. James S. Stone of St. 
James’ church, is legal from a civil standpoint,

The 
plea states that two-thirds of the church mem- 
bers do not take part in this work and says 
the first efforts must be directed toward these. 

Experience in all denominations and in 


| every section of the United States and Canada.“ 


says the plea, “makes us confident that thor- 


oughgoing methods of missionary education | 
and finance, backed by prayerful and persist- 


ent work, would result in a doubling of the 
number of systematic missionary supporters 
during the first year and in the enlistment of 
practically the whole membership within a 
few years, In briefest summary, the. essential 
points are these: 

“ A anissionary committee in every church to 
work with the pastor in enlisting the entire 
membership. 

“A period of intensive missionary informa- 
tion and education in each church once each 
year, continuing through af least two or three 
weeks, preparatory to an every member can- 
vass for missions. This should be in addition 
to general missionary education throughout 
the year. 

“The adoption of the weekly basis for mis- 
sionary offerings—instead of an annual or oc- 
casional collection—with a simple and effective 
collecting device such as the duplex envelope. 

“An organized and complete personal can- 
vaes of every member of the church and con- 
gregation once each year by groups of two 
men each, after proper preparation for their 
work.” 

The plea also urges the holding of inter- 
denominational meetings at frequent and reg- 
ular intervals in all cities.

Bishop for Death Penalty. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 14.—*“ Whosoever shed- 
deth man’s blood, by man shall his blood de 
shed.” 

This Biblical quotation was the answer of 
tLe Rt. Rev. William Croswell Doane, bishop of 
the Episcopal diocese of Albany, when asked 
whether he believes in the abolition of capital 
punishment, the question having been suggest- 
ed by the attitude of Gov. Dix and Col. Josep. 
F. Scott, state supérintendent of prisons, who 
have announced their belief that the death pen- 
alty should de abandoned in this state. 

“Capital punishment is right,” said the bishop. 
“The objection to it is purely sentimental. 
Those who have deen declaring themselves in 
favor of the removal of the death penalty over: 
look the one great significant instruction-— 
God's own word, which I have quoted.” 


Urges The Larger Selfishness.” 


A plea for a larger selfishness to animate 
the actions of humanity was made last night 
in Orchestra hall in the Sunday Evening club 
address of Dr. George E. Vincent, formerly 
professor of sociology in the University of 
Chicago, and now president of the University 
of Minnesota. 

“Selfishness,” he declared, “is the sole mo- 
tite of human conduct; but there are as many 
kinds of selfishness as there are selves. In 
successive circles are to be found property 
and clothes, family, friends, clubs, churches, 
parties; community, nation, and the world, 
True education aims ever at widening these 
circles of selves. 

“The times demand men and women with 
wide sympathies, large vision, noble enthusi- 
asms—in short, of broad and expanstve per- 
sonalities. Our national life is menaced by 
social stratification, by groupings within which 
men and women develop narrow, restricted 
selves. Democracy can be preserved only as 
it produces individuals who can enter intelli- 
gently and sympathetically into the lives and 
interests of their fellows. The test of a p- 
eral education is coming more and more to 
be its power to foster, not an aristocratic type 
of culture, but a larger self. This means tol- 
eration, insight, comradeship, and good will.” 

Dr. Edward H. Hume of Changsha, China, 
addressed the early arrivals, telling the part 
that Christianity and the American college are 
taking in the advancement of China.

Economical Housekeeping 


A Cup of White Sauce. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Wo tablespoons of butter, two of flour, 

a pinch of salt; mix together and cook 

in a saucepan until they bubble; then 

add anywhere from a cup to three cups 

of boiling milk, according as you want a 
thick or a thin sauce. 

You may add other seasonings and more 
butter if you want to, but with these four in- 
gredients so put together, or put together in 
the opposite fashion (butter and flour into 
milk), or in a third fashion—butter and milk 
together, then flour wet up and made smooth 
in water—you have what nowadays is called 
a white sauce—nearly or quite a Bechamel, 


according to your view of what constitutes 


the sauce named for the great cook who is 
supposed to have originated it. Some add 
grated nutmeg, a bouquet, and mushroom 
liquor to the above composition to make of 
it a Bechamel. 

The fundamental ingredients of this sauce— 
those which are used without a shadow of 
turning—are the butter, flour, and salt. To 
these may be added water, or stock, or tomato 
juice, or any of the liquids vegetables are 
cooked in, for sauces of different Havors, but 
the white sauce proper ig the distinguished 
sauce, ' 

| ~~ ¢ 

To this sauce may be added a cup of cheese 
to make a cheese sauce; on it may be sprin- 
kled some chopped parsley, and so forth. But, 
though the name be changed, the white sauce 
is there. 

We might almost pursue the white sauce 
straight through a menu up to the dessert. 
There are few desserts into which the white 
sauce, as above described, enters, though one 
which is made of milk thickened with corn- 
starch and some egg and butter might at 
least be called a second cousin to white sauce, 
for often egg is added to this, 

We may begin with the soup. When cream 
soups are not made of real cream their funda- 
mental part is a thing white sauce. Some 


cooks add milk alone to the name portion of 


the soup, but, with few exceptions, a .thicken- 
ing is required (a liaison), and butter is es- 
sential to its finish. 

The simplest and platnest of white sauces 
is a most excellent thing with- baked shad. 
The fish itself being almost as dainty as rose 
leaves, with a savoriness no rose ever boast- 
ed, we are wisest when we add daintiness to 
this daintiness. This sauce also is good with 
salmon and other ee fish, 


Any creamed fish, . or salt, is fish in 
white sauce, and it is - the same with meats, 
the dried beef, the chicken, the weal The 
white sauce ig the liquid to use in making 
many scallops. Even when we do not com- 
bine the in lents beforehand we put them 
into the scallop and the cooking does this.

Hence he is able to hold the at- 
tention and command the demonstrative 
approval of the general public for such sert- 
ous offerings as the Wagnerian excerpts 
which comprised the first portion of yester- 
day's program. 

Many noted interpreters of Wagner, from 
Theodore Thomas to Frederick Stock, and 
Walter Damroschto Felix Weingartner and 
Carl Muck, have contributed to the forming 
of that profound regard with which the music 
lovers of Chicago regard his art. But it has 
remained for two Italians, Toscanini and 
Campenini, to endow it, in greatest measure 
with that simplicity and directness of utter- 
ance that belongs to the highest art. 


: — 

Traditions belong to the semt-artist and the 
ameteur for whom they serve to define such 
portion of a universal art as is bounded by 
the narrow perspective of a limited intelli- 
gence. Campanini includes all that is of 
worth in Wagonerian tradition in his oog - 
ception of that masters art. But itis merely 
incidental. With certain intention he touches 
the essentials. concentrates ypon them, and 
sete them forth to the conviction of his listen- 
ers. The tributary details ere included of 
necessity. But they remain ever in a position 
of secondary importance. 

Thus the splendid strength of the Meis- 
tersinger prelude was endowed with Bee- 
thoven-like simplicity. Rugged virility spoke 
in its inflexible rhythms, in its vivid ac- 
cents, in-the great sweep of its movement, 
And this is the spirit of the work and of the 
opera which it prefaces. The “ Tannhiuser ” 
overture, on the other hand, was treated 
more as a brilliant concert piece. The con- 
trast between the solemn beauty of the Pi- 
grime’ Chorus“ and the sensuous lure of the 
Venus music has rarely been accom- 
plished with more dramatic effect, and such 
was the persuasive power of his baton that 
the theatrical conclusion was made to attain 
a dignity and impressiveness commensurate 
with ite dynamic emphasis.

The prelude and Love Death from 
Tristan and Isolde” became the supreme

PNEUMONIA PLAGUE SPOTS. 
HE pneumonia spot maps for Chi- 
cago show that the disease is about 
as prevalent in one part of town 
as another. Pneumonia is à rich 
man's disease—rather, it is a dis- 
ease of idle, obese, plethoric men and 


women. 

After eliminating the lodging house 
wards, the old First and Eighteenth, the 
pneumonia rate per 1,000 of population is 
about the same in the different parts of 
town, The better hygiene of the homes 
of the well to do is about offset by the 
excesses in eating and drinking of the 

people who liye in them. 

5 the old First and Highteenth wards 
of Chicago are her pneumonia plague 
spots. While the spot maps show this, 
they do not make it so emphatic as it 
really is. They show that a dispropor- 
tionate amount of Chicagos pneumonia 
comes from those streets such as West 
Madison, South State and South Clark, 
where there are large numbers of lodging 
houses. 


— 

Lodgers are from many sources. Some 
sail] the lakes during the open season, 
some are railroad laborers, some harvest 
hands, some hobos. To call them un- 
skilled, inte ent laborers is more 
nearly right than to call them tramps or 
hobos, In the winter they gather in Chi- 
cago from all over the country. Usually 
they have a little money ahead. They 
pick up odd jobs cutting ice and shoveling 
snow, but, in the main, they are unem- 
ployed from December until April. 

They sit around hot stoves in over- 
heated, ill ventilated saloons. From time 
to time they drink a-glass of beer and eat 
a little lunch. Sometimes they sleep on 
the saloon floor near the stove. More 
frequently they sleep in ii ventilated 
lodging houses. The contact is nearly as 
close and the air dis nearly as bad in 
lodging houses as it is in saloons. 

When a hundred men gather around the 
stoves In the sitting room of a lodging 
house, more than fifty will be pneumo- 
coccus carriers. The custom of going to 
bed for. colds does not prevail amongst 
them. In this part of our population every 
condition for the spread of pneumonia is 
met—germs, neglected colds, drinking, lack 
— exercise; crowding, and bad ventila- 

on. 

Is there any wonder that they add to 
the list of pneumonias? 


—~o- 
When one of them ifs attacked with 
pneumonia he is taken to a hospital.’ If 
he survives de is turned out of the hos- 
pital as soon ae possible, half cured. 
Distinctly a carrier, he goes back to spend 
his days in an Ill ventilated, hot saloon 
and his nights in a worse ventilated, 
crowded lodging bouse. As he gets a 
little stronger, still a pneumonia carrier, 
lie gets out in the streets looking for 
work. The convalescents spread pneumo- 
nia amongst their associates in Madison, 
Gark, and State streets. Later they 
spread it widely over the city. 
This fe not a situation which has de- 
veloped suddenly. We know now that 


next year the employers of intermittent, 
out of doors, unskilied labor will to 
Chicago, the great market, for such labor. 
Such labor will come to Chicago as its 
best market. 

Why do we not recognise the situation 
and develop a plan to meet it? For un- 
met, it places a large burden on our char- 
ities, takes food from the worthy poor who 
are our own people, and greatly multi- 
plies our danger from pneumonia.

FOR WELL VENTILATED CARS. 

W. R. R. writes from Shermerville, III.: 
“TI wish to suggest that one car on each 
suburban train should be a fresh air car’ 
for men and women. It should be sufficiently 
ventilated to keep the air pure and supplied 
with no more heat than the cars. When 
any of the numerous persons who now object 
to seeing a few ventilators seen happen to 
get into this car they can be invited to move 
into the next car instead of interfering with 
the proper ventilation, as they usually are 
able to do under present conditions.

The suggestion is good, It would take the rail- 
roads several years to change thelr care so they 
could be properly ventilated. In the meanwhile, 
they might have one car that wae healthy and com- 


 fortable for some people and ‘uncomfortable for 


others, and the remainder of their cars unhealthy 
and comfortable for me and uncomfortable for. 
others. Cars can be ventilated so as to be both 
healthy and comfortable for the great majority 
Of people. 

The present railroad car ventilation is about the 
Umit of pigheadedness. Nearly four years have 
elapsed since the Master Carbuillders’ association 
published a report showing the inefficiency and un- 
necessary cost of present methode and suggesting 
new methods. One railroad, the Pennsylwanta, 
acted on the report. Up to date it has made no im-

wHE presence in this country of an 
American actress who figured on the 
stage as Ola Humphreys, but who 
now styles herself Princess Ibrahim 
Hassan of Egypt, in spite of the fact 


that her marriage to the Egyptian, from 
whom she is now parted, was never recog- 
nized in Eeypt, makes timely a reference to 
the edict lately issued by the khedive of 
Egypt, which rigorously restricts the inher- 
itance of the title of prince to the sons of a 
khedive, and to their sons, in order of primo- 
geniture. 

This decree was issued for the purpose of 
putting an end to the ridicule created by the 
extraordinary number of soi-disant princes 
and princesses of Egynt, every descendant 


1 of the founder of the present khedival dy- 


nasty—namely: Mehemet All, not only in 
the male, but also in the female line, assum- 
ing the title of prince and princess. 

Now Ibrahim Hassan, who married Ola 
Iiumphreys at @ registry in London, is not 
the eldest, but the second son of the late 
Gen. Prince Hassan, who was brother of 
Khedive Tewfik, and son of Khedive Ismail. 
Ibrahim Hassan therefore has no right to the 
title of prince, even according to Egyptian 
law, the title being restricted to his elder 
brother, Prince Aziz Hassan. In one word, 
were the marriage of Olo Humphreys to 
Ibrahim Hassan ever so legal, in the eyes of 
the law of her husband’s country, she would

Moreover, it is just as well that it should 
be known that these titles of prince and 
princess, autherized by the khedive, are of 
doubtful legality, even at the best; at any 
tate, as long as Egypt remains ‘part and 
parcel of the ottoman empire de jure and in 
a measure de facto, since tribute to the tune 
of $4,000,000 still continues to be paid by the 
Egyptian treasury to the Sublime Porte every

At the court of the sul- 
tan, indeed, the khedive ranks after the 
grand vizier and after the grand eunuch. 
His brother, Mehemet Ali, and his cousins 
are not recognized as “ princes,” but merely 
as pashas, or as beys, according to the mili- 
4 rank which may have been conferred 
upon them by the khedive, in the name of 
the sultan, or by the sultan himself. 
This vassalage of the khedive to the sultan 
is still further emphasized by the fact that 
* every petty German sovereign and even 
the Prince of Monaco has orders of knight- 
hood of his own to bestow, the khedive has 
never been accorded any such privilege. ‘The 
only orders which he can confer are the 
Turkish orders of the Osmanieh and of the 
Medjidieh, and whenever he grants them to 
any one it is always understood that he does 
so in the name of the sultan, his patent being 
to that effect. 
| In Turkey itself the titles of prince and 
princess are restricted to the sons and daugh- 
ters of the sultan, being used as a mere mat-

father’s behalf. There was much telegraph- 
ing between the grand vizier and the Egyp- 
tlan government about the matter, gintil it. 
was brought to light, by means of investiga- 
tion, that the prince in question was merely 
one of the remote relatives, some tenth 
cousin, of the khedive, who had ne right to 
the title of prince either by Dgyptian or by 
Turkish law, and that he was an insigniicant 
individual. 

The grand vizier G avanled himself 
of the opportunity to remonstrate seriously 
with the khedive and with the Egyptian gov- 
ernment about this misuse of the. title of 
prince, and laid severe stress on the necessity 
of instituting tmmediate measures to prevent 
the usurpation by Egyptians of titular hon- 
ors that, at the best, were restricted to the 
sons of the sultan. 


~~ 

If I dwell at such length on this matter it 
is because there is a pronounced Gsposition 
in this country to accord the title of prince to 
every Egyptian possessed of any degree of 
affluence who visits this country, even ff he 
happens to be a Syrian, a Copt, or @ member 
of any one of those Levantine races who do 
not adhere to Islam. 

The sol-disant Prince Tigrane of 
Ee¢ypt, for instance, ts a familiar figure in 
certain. circles of New York society, and I 
have known here in New York of an Bast 
Indian who posed as a rajah, until it was 
discovered that he was a cook and an adept 
at making curries. 

Strictly speaking, there are only two of- 
ficial titles in Egypt and in Turkey—namely: 
those of pasha and of bey. There are three 
grades of pasha, corresponding to field mar- 
shal, general, and major general, and two 
classes of beys, corresponding to colonel and 
lleutenant colonel. They are conferred upon 
military men- and civilians indiscriminately, 
and the prefix of excellency is accorded to al! 
the pashas and to the beys of the first class,

Bonar Law, who was elected the other day 
leader of the Unionist party in the place of 
Arthur Balfour, has just made a move which 
indicates that, despite all reports to the con- 
trary, he expects to hold the position of 
promier when the Liberals go out of office.

dent McKinley, it seems, according to the 
steel magnate, was in the same boat of non 
compos mentis. Mr. Carnegie says that 
in the infancy of the steel industry a 
tariff was needful; but that such had been 
outgrown. He further states that herecom- 
mended no tariff on steel to President Mc- 
Kinley, and that the president replied that 
he would make an exception on needies— 
declaring it to be a great business, and 
that so far as he knew there were none made 
in this country. 

It is absolute that tariff is a duty levied 
upon foreign imports to protect home in- 
dustrie, which by proxy safeguards the 
entire nation. Then in view of thie, when 
do industries need most protection—during 
infantile or advanced stages—taking into 
consideration supply and demand? Most 


] certainly if we need reciprocity it is dur- 


ing the stage when an industry is inade- 
quate op unable to meet the demand. And 
as an industry develops power to supply 
the measure of protection should be wise- 
ly increased, in keeping. with the welfare 
of the whole people. 

This seems frall argument, coming from 
Mr. Carnegie. The fact is, infancy or old
